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T THE HEIGHT of last month’s General Election campaign, 

a search of Google News for media reports published in the 
past 24 hours on the British National Party brought up 20 pages 
of stories .... all but a handful were attacking the BNP. 
A similar search on the website of The Times, once Britain’s 
newspaper of record, revealed a full page of anti-BNP reports, the 
majority by Fiona Hamilton, and not one article that mentioned the 
Party in an uncritical light. 
Since the BNP’s electoral breakthrough in 2002, and our continued 
progress over the past eight years, the media has had a field day 
attacking the British National Party. During this time, however, there 
was always a handful of journalists who would treat the BNP fairly 
and report on our activities in an unbiased fashion which gave us 
hope that one day their colleagues in the media might follow suit. 
But now we must face the reality that this is not going to happen. 
Those few intrepid journalists who reported on the British National 
Party without the usual smears have been silenced by the NUJ 
and anti-BNP bullyboys so now, apart from in a handful of local 
newspapers, there is no unbiased reporting on the BNP. 
There was an interesting example of the bullyboys at work when 
the Brentwood Gazette published an uncritical report on a British 
National Party election meeting.

The newspaper was Gomlealed with iene and sine in other 
media outlets. The editor was forced to apologise, take down the 
report from the newspaper’s website, and reprimand the journalist 
who dared to pen the story. 

This makes it crystal clear that there’s no chance of a quiet life for 
any editor who tries to report fairly on the British National Party, 
which means that there’s no point in the British National Party being 
fair with the media. 

From now on we shall treat the media with the same contempt they 
reserve for us. We have closed down all our Press Office telephone 
lines and now the media’s only access to us is via a ticketing system on 
the BNP website. To take a ticket they have to provide authorisation 
of who they are and full details of the story they are reporting on to 
the media filtering unit. 

If it sounds like a smear story then the ticket is closed without 
response. If it’s a valid enquiry then one of our spokesmen will 
contact them. 

From now on we deal only with journalists who treat us fairly. 
There is no access to the Party or our spokesmen from journalists 
who are pursuing a blatant anti-BNP agenda.

OR THE first time since 2002 

the British National Party 
had a setback in the local council 
elections. 
For the past eight years the BNP has 
made steady progress, increasing its 
number of seats and breaking into 
new areas. As well as winning in 
council elections, the Party also won 
in the London Assembly elections 
and the European Elections, so 2010 
is the first time we have been left 
empty-handed. 
Despite the disappointment that 
the British National Party didn’t 
make the breakthrough in our high 
profile seats in Barking and Stoke 
Central, our votes across the country 
in many of the 336 seats contested 
were testament to a solid bedrock 
of support, and firmly established 
the BNP as Britain’s fourth political 
party. 
The average vote per constituency 
for the British National Party was 
1673, for UKIP it was 1665 and for 
the Green Party just 918. 
As well as saving 72 deposits we 
beat UKIP in 170 seats and lost to 
them in 118, we beat the Greens in 
118 while losing to them in 31. 
In the North East, Yorkshire and 
the East Midlands our candidates

made inroads into the core vote 
of the Old Gang parties which has 
been established for many years. In 
Wales we not only managed to save 
our deposits in some seats but also 
mounted a challenge to Plaid Cymru 
for the nationalist core vote. 

Anti-BNP proponents of electoral 
reform say that a 5% threshold 
plus an additional 2.5% safeguard 
for good measure, would keep the 
BNP out of Westminster but they 


would be wrong if our votes in the 
constituencies below were replicated 
across the country. 

Our General Election results 
were very much like those in the 
European Elections of 2004. We 
failed to win a seat so were written 
off by the political pundits, but on 
closer analysis our results deserve 
much more than to be dismissed out 
of hand. 

In nearly 200 seats our votes were 
around the 4% mark and we were 
firmly established as the fourth 
political party. This is something 
to build on and shows that we have 
a presence across the country.

When people digest our results in 
full they will see that this was a very 
respectable performance. 

British National Party chairman Nick 
Griffin told an election debriefing 
meeting in Leicester than the Party 
has leaned valuable lessons from the 
elections. He explained: 

“When I was boxing at Cambridge 
I learnt much more from a contest 
where I was beaten than where I 
had won. It’s the same for the BNP. 
We now understand that fighting 
elections ‘the old way’ won’t work 
for us any more. We have to adopt 
the same electioneering tactics that 
the Labour Party used so effectively 
to stave off their election wipe-out.” 
With elections for the Welsh and 
Scottish Assemblies being held next 
year under a proportional voting 
system, the British National party 
will be pulling out all the stops to get 
back on the winning trail again. 


14,000 MEMBERS 


HE MEMBERSHIP of the 

British National Party has 
exceeded the 14,000 mark for the 
first time in the Party’s history. 
As of the end of May 2010, the 
British National Party has over 
14,000 members, an increase of 
3,724 since April 2009. 
It’s an impressive figure, especially 
considering that the largest formal 
lapsing of non-renewing members 
(i.e. those with a December expiry 
date) has already taken place. 
There were 3,514 members due 
to renew in December 2009 and 
of these, 2,915 did just that - an 
impressive 83% renewal rate! 
Helping cope with the increased 
size of the Party is the new ‘super’ 
integrated membership system 
which works ‘hand in hand’ with 
the fundraising and Trafalgar 
Club databases. It is much more 
professional than the systems

the BNP has operated in the past 
and has totally revolutionised the 
central database system. 

In the four weeks of the General 
Election campaign our Head Office 
received over 10,000 requests 
for information packs about the 
British National Party. 

Some 6,000 of these enquiries 
have already been _ processed, 
added into the database and sent 
the information requested. The 
remainder are still being added 
into the database. 

The BNP’s call centre has already 
contacted 3,500 of these ‘leads’ 
and 876 have been converted into 
members. 

Over the past 12 months 565 
five-year loyalty badges have 
also been issued - an indication 
that the British National Party’s 
membership has stability as well 
as growth. 


LECTION FRAUD by 

the Labour Party has 
forced one of its newly-elected 
councillors for the Goresbrook 
Ward in Barking to resign. 
The ward previously held by 
British National Party GLA 
member Richard Barnbrook, 
was contested by the high profile 
trade unionist Labour candidate 
Louise Couling, while she was 
still a council employee. Such 
open party allegiance is forbidden 
under council rules. 
Couling’s employment record 
was uncovered as part of an 
ongoing investigation into 
election fraud in Barking being 
conducted by the former leader 
of the BNP opposition on the 
council, Richard Barnbrook. 
“We informed the Labour Party 
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Unison's Labour councillor 
disqualified in Barking

that we would be going to court 
on this matter,” Mr Barnbrook 
said. 

“Faced with this legal threat, 
the Labour councillor threw in 
the towel and resigned.” 

A by-election will beheld shortly 
and Barking & Dagenham 
British National Party will be 
holding a selection meeting 
to decide their candidate but 
Richard Barnbrook warns that 
the Party has a mountain to 
climb after Labour’s resounding 
victory on May 6th. 

“We have to be realistic about 
this election,” he told a planning 
meeting of local activists. 


“We know what happened 


here and the reasons why 
it happened and will try to 
address our campaign as such.

DAM WALKER, a British 

National Party _ election 
candidate, and a former technology 
teacher at Houghton Kepier Sports 
College near Sunderland has been 
cleared by the General Teaching 
Council of racial and religious 
intolerance after posting messages 
on a website. 
The disciplinary panel said that 
the criticism of terrorists and 
immigration expressed by Mr 
Walker, after the beheading of 
British hostage Kenneth Bigley and 
the murder of Sharon Beshenivsky, 
did not suggest intolerance. 
The comments had been posted 
by the former soldier on a forum 
of Teesside Online under the 
pseudonym Corporal Fox. 
Delivering the panel’s verdict, its 
chairman, Angela Stones, said: 
“The committee does not accept 
that references to ‘immigrants’ are 
of themselves suggestive of any 
particular views on race. 
“A negative comment about 
immigration to the UK of itself 
need not be indicative of racial 
intolerance.”

representative, Patrick Harrington 
of Solidarity - the Union for British 
Workers, told the panel that the ex- 
teacher did not accept his postings 
were racist and that he had not 
talked about his political views to 
pupils or staff. 

BNP leader Nick Griffin, told 
journalists waiting outside the 
hearing that Mr Walker had been 
persecuted for his political beliefs 
and was delighted the charges had 


been thrown out. 

“The committee has upheld the 
right of Adam Walker and every 
other teacher in the country to 
criticise Government policy.” 
Following its successful defence 
of the teacher, the Solidarity 
Trade Union issued a warning 
to employers who persecute 
employees because of _ their 
political beliefs. 

“The right not to be persecuted 
for your beliefs, as apart from 
professional actions, was at the 
cornerstone of trade unions in the 
early part of the 20th century. 
“Unfortunately the leadership of 
many trade unions have become 
absorbed into the establishment 
and will only protect those whose 
views coincide with their own. 
“We at Solidarity will protect our 
members on a point of principle 
regardless of any party political 
differences we may have outside 
the workplace. 

“We caution any employer or 
public body that seeks to infringe 
those rights. Go down that road 
and you will have a fight on your 
hands.”

E are British Nationalists,

values, its beliefs, its behaviour 
and that is why we _ oppose 
immigration. 


Whilst citizenship can be acquired 
by legal process, nationality is 
conferred by descent. The British 
people have been confused by 
legislators who have studiously 
confused the two concepts. Only 
British Nationalists understand the 


difference between those who are > 


civically British (i.e. have British 
citizenship) and those who are 
ethnically British (are descended 
from the indigenous population). 


We define ourselves as 
Nationalists as distinct from Civic 
Nationalists. We recognise the 
difference between those who form 
the indigenous population and 
those who do not. Furthermore, 
we believe that the interests of the 
indigenous population must be 
given priority in our country. 

Our approach to the indigenous 
population is a family approach. We 
recognise the Nation as a family of 
families. It has been estimated that 
the British are on average thirtieth 
cousins to apparently unrelated

fellow nationals. This means that 
we owe that population a duty that 
is not simply a legal duty; it is a 
duty of kinship. Furthermore, we 
expect a similar commitment from 
that population to the nation state, 
which is their instrument. 

This approach will have 
implications for our policy towards 
the poor, the unemployed and the 
sick, that should differ from that of 
mainstream ‘right-wing’ parties. 
We do not see our fellow nationals 
as expendable factors of production 
that can be dispensed with by the 
state and employers. We see the 
economy as an instrument to serve 
our people and not an institution 
that the Nation should serve.

Obama’s consultants ‘Blue State 
Digital’ but we have, in the hard- 
working team at Midas, a pool of 
homegrown British talent who have 
certainly given Blue State Digital a 
run for their money. 

It is normal practice for mainstream 
political parties to draw upon the 
expertise and skills of industry 
professionals in order to help and 
advance their cause. 

In late 2007 the BNP contracted the 
Midas Consultancy, an international 
practice headed by senior consultant 
Jim Dowson, to run our fundraising 
and administration operations. 
Thanks to their expertise our annual 
income has increased from around 


£100,000 per year to £1.6 million a 
year in just 24 months. 

In all, Midas have raised £2.36 
million and for this service our 
consultants have charged the Party 
in professional fees just £165,000, 
leaving the BNP with a profit of

Welsh Assembly Election 2011 


The challenge facing the British National Party

HE election for the Welsh 

Assembly comprises of 40 
seats based on the first past the 
post constituencies, in other words 
the same as the General Election, 
and another 20 regional seats 
based on the d’Hondt formula of 
proportional representation and 
for this purpose, Wales is divided 
into five regions, each with 4 
regional seats.

The turnout for the Welsh Assembly 


election of 2007 in the regions was 
between 41% and 50%, compared 
with around 30% for the European 
Election and 64% for the. General 
Election. 

The high turnout at last month’s 
General Election did hurt us. We 
only managed to save one deposit 
- Swansea East (5.2%) - although 
we had some near misses in Torfaen 
(4.4%), Caerphilly (4.2%) and 
Aberavon (4.1%). 

This was disappointing as we were 
expecting to save more, however it 
can be seen we suffered because of 
the percentage ‘squeeze’ caused by 
the increase in turnout. The turnout 
was double that at the European 
Elections and although our vote 
numbers held up solidly everywhere, 
our percentage of the increased 
turnout thus suffered accordingly, 
roughly halved from what might 
have been hoped for. 

To try to obtain an idea of the likely 
BNP vote in the Welsh Assembly 
regional seats based on the regional 
performance in this General 


Election, I make the assumption 


that there is a solid vote present 
from the European Election in those 
constituencies where we didn’t 
stand. Also, allowing for less of a

squeeze factor, I include a general 
12% increase in the number of BNP 
votes between now and next June 
(based on our national” progress). 
Crystal Ball gazing I know, but we 
have to put a stake somewhere. 
BNP regional votes in the 2007 
Assembly election are higher than 
we have been able to measure 
since 2009. We don’t know where 
they came from, or if they will re- 
appear. 

South Wales East would seem to 
be our best chance; but we need 
every extra vote we can find. In 
South Wales West we need to look 
at gaining 3,000 extra votes by next 
June. 

North Wales is less clear given the 
uncertainty of Tory gains and Plaid 
Cymru losses and how this will 
affect the d’Hondt formula, but 
certainly we will need to gain 3,000 
to 4,000 new votes. 

So in summary, it looks likely that 
each region will need to find another 
3,000 new votes (roughly 428 per 
constituency) if we are to win our 
first Welsh Assembly seat. 

A year is a long time in politics and 
a lot can happen but one thing is 
certain and that is that we must 
start our campaign for the Welsh 
Assembly now.

HAVE always tried to keep a channel of red, white and 

blue water between ourselves and those who make up the 
leadership of the Establishment Safety Valve Party (otherwise 
known as UKIP).
